gestible if steamed before using.

A delicious little cake to serve with 


tea in the afternoon is the marguarite. 
Take small round wafers and heap on 
them the whipped white of an egg 
with two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar, a tablespoonful of chopped nuts 
and two of chopped raisins steamed 
Put into the oven and bake until well 
puffed up and brown. 


Raisin pie is so delicious we should 


nerve it often and it is not more ex- 
pensive than many ordinary pie fill- 
ings. Stir together a cupful of water, 
a tablespoonful of cornstarch and a 
cupful of sugar, t^o tablespoonfuls of 
butter, add the grated rind of a lemon, 
the Juice, and a cupful of chopped 
raisins.

Interest is still kept up in Great 


Britain in other things besides the 
war. 
The other day, for instance, a 


Mr. F. A. Holiday, a traveler, gave 
an address before the Society ot Arts 
in London on the Uralak, a province 
in Asian mid-Russia, northeast of the 
Caspian sea. 


Valuable oil fields exist here, and 


also deposits of sulphur and other 
minerals useful in peace and war. 


Mr. Holiday said that the land was 


very flat and there was almost an 
absence of trees, which caused the 
fuel problem to be somewhat acute. 
The advent of western civilization fur- 
nished the inhabitants with a certain 
amount of firewood iii tho shape of tel- 
egraph poles and stakes used to mark 
out claims. 
The Cossacks, bad, however, taught 


them to respect the former, though 
not in some cases the latter. 
The 


original inhabitants were the Kirghiz. 
an essentially nomadic race, 
who 


lived in dome-shaped tents made of a 
light wooden frame covered 
with 


camel skins. 


Tho tents had no furniture, but 


sometimes beautiful oriental rugs or 
carpets were placed on the floor, a 
space being loft on which a fire was 
made. 
When the Kirghiz used the tele- 


graph poles as firewood, they did not 
take the whole pole av.ay, but eacu 
man chipped off a piece until at last 
the whole pole gave v,ay. 


A prince was a man with 100 or 


200 sheep, and a prince in winter 
generally lived in a house built of 
bricks made out of the sand and 
baked in the sun. 


The houses were sunk in 
the 


prouud for warmth in tho winter. 
They bad window iramos and doors, 
but the firewood question was so acute 
that when the people v,cnt on trek 
in the summer they took tho window 
frames and doors out and packed them 
on the backs of camels lor fear tho 
people who did not trek would steal 
them. 
The Ural river was a great source 


of wealth to the Cossacks, for it was 
well stocked with fish. At one time 
a. bargo crossed the river, but the 
Cossacks would not allow it to cross 
alter dark, as they eaicl that tlio lisb.

The outbreak of war put a great 


cneck on the developments of the 
Uraisk and of other oil 
fields.

The cause of 
their decadence he attributes partly 
to climatic conditions, partly to the 
lack of grazing grounds, and largely 
to the heedless breeding policy of the 
Bengal cattle owner. His chief rec- 
ommendations are the provision of 
good bulls and the establishment of 
superior 
milk-yielding cows, 
draft 


bullocks and bulls. The report is il- 
lustrated by a most interesting collec- 
tion of photographs descriptive of the 
various species of cattle ranging from 
the Himalayas to the Bay of Bengal— 
from the record bull bison, measuring 
18 hands' 2% inches at the shoulder 
and 19 hands 3 inches at the hump, 
down to the humble lineaments of the 
Malda calf which at sixteen months 
measured only 36 inches in height be- 
hind the hump.

Co., owners of the Hotel Gettysburg, and 
the Gettysburg Bottling Works is named 
among the 100 brewing companies in 
Pennsylvania against which indictments 
were uuexpectedly returned oh Friday to 
Judge W. H. Thomson, in the U. S. Dis- 
trict court, at Pittsburgh, by the federal 
grand jury investigating brewery contri- 
butions to political campaigns. The in- 
dictments, returned for alleged violations 
of two sections of the federal penal code 
charge conspiracy by the brewing compa- 
nies in the unlawful expenditure of money 
in federal elections. About $1,500,000 in 
fines, it is estimated, can be collected if 
convictions arc obtained.

Name Dates for Annual Tests. 


The annual central examinations for 


high school entrance and common school 
diplomas will be held at various places in 
the county on March 25. Two weeks 
later the finals will be held in Gettysburg 
at the High School. The first series of 
tests will be held at the following places, 
Abbottstown, Arcndtsville, 
Biglerville, 


East Berlin, Fairfield, Gettysburg, Littles- 
town, McSherrystown, New Oxford, and 
York Springs. At each town a committee 
of teachers will conduct the examinations, 
and the pupils from the towns and nearby 
townships will present themselves for the 
tests. Thisjexamination will include the 
following 
common branches: spelling, 


reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, 
grammar, history, and physiology. 


At the final examination, on April 8th, 


for the seventh and eighth grades, those 
who pass the first tests will be examined 
in the common school branches. The aim 
of this examination is two-fold: to gradu- 
ate pupils from the Sth grade and there- 
by permit non-residents to enter high 
school; to unify high school entrance re- 
quirements and to furnish a basis of com- 
parison for principals and teachers.

CONFESSES OLD CRIME. 


Killed Soldier Near Manila In 1903. 


Hasn't Had Luck Since. 


San Francisco.—Confessing that he 


had killed his tentmate near Manila 
over twelve years ago and that he 
wished now to surrender and atone for 
his crime, W. A. Ojeda, an ex-soldier, 
gave himself up to the police. 


Ojeda says the man he killed was 


George D. Miller, who enlisted in the 
army from Omaha under the name of 
George Moore, and that the crime oc- 
curred in the camp about four miles 
out of Manila, during the night of June 
27, 1903. He declared be shot him for 
self protection. 


"I have never had any luck since

Hence 
his visits were unpunctuated by trials 
of rival hostelries, and Troyon's was

Bourke for the 


simple reason that he invariably ar- 
rived unexpectedly, with neither warn- 
ing nor ostentation, stopped as long as 
he liked, whether a day or a week or 
a month, and departed in the same 
manner.

He had yet to learn that Bourke's 


habits were those of an Englishman.

Increase for Soft Coal Workcro it 


5.39 Cents a Ton in Pennsylvania, 


31/2 in Indiana and 3 in Illinois and 


Ohio. 
Wage increases that may annually 


approximate $8,000,000 or more in the 
soft ccal fields of western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois were 
agreed up-on by the subcommittees 
of 
the 
bituminous 
operators 
and 


miners from those states, who are in 
New York negotiating a new contract 
to Go into effect April 1. 


The action of the subcommittee will 


be reported lor ratification to the full 
joint conference of operators and min- 
ers.The action taken by the bituminous 
subcommittee will have an important 
effect, it is said, on the wage con- 
tracts to be negotiated in central 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, MicM 
gan, Iowa and Kentucky by tlie Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. Nearly 
200,000 men will benefit by the in- 
creases 
in 
Western 
Pennsylvania, 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Aside from the general increases of 


three cents a ton granted by the coal 
companies, the 
miners in 
western 


Pennsylvania won the mine-run sys- 
tem of paying wages, something the 
officers of the union say they have 
been striving to obtain 
for 
thirty 


years. The mine-run 
system 
adds 


2.39 cents a ton to the miners' wages 
and gives them about 
$1,250,000 
a 


year, not counting three cents a ton 
general increase also won by them. 


The mine run was bitterly fought 


by Pittsburgh 
operators, 
but 
was 


agreed to through the persistence of 
the officers of the western Pennsyl- 
vania district, strongly supported by 
the international officials of the min- 
ers' union. 


The wage increases allowed on the 


mine-run basis in western Pennsylva- 
nia are 5,39 cents a ton on machine 
mining, mal;ing the rate 50 cents a 
ton, and three cents on pick mining, 
advancing this rate to C7.G4 cents a 
ton. 


In Ohio machine mining is incrcas 


ed three cents a ton on machine coal, 
to 50 cents. 
Three cents a ton is 


added on pick mining in the Jackson, 
Pomeroy, Crooksville and Tuscarawas 
districts, bringing the rate up to about 
70.6 cents, and four one-hundredths of 
one cent is put on pick mining in the 
eastern 
Ohio, Cambridge, Hocking 


[Valley and Amsterdam-Bergholtz dis- 
tricts, making the rate C7.64, which is 
the same level as that in the Pitts- 
burgh fields. 


Indiana operators agree to increase 


the machine mining rate 3% to 52 
cents a ton, and three cents is added 
to pick coal, making the rate 64 cents 
a ton. 


In Illinois the machine rate is in- 


creased three cents to 54 cents, and 
pick mfnlng three cents, to C4 cents. 
Thus the differential between Illinois 
and Indiana is reduced a half cent. 
The Indiana miners were not satisfied 
with the 3% cents increase in their 
state, they having demanded 5% cents 
advance, in order to bring the rates 
up to Danville, Illinois, level of 5-J 
cents.
